tion with the matter.

one sin but you might havi) refrained from 
it. (iod has provided a way of escape from 
sin and you might lay hold upon it. 


Sometimes men cover their sins by alleg- 


ing that their sins are secret or few or small. 
There are no secret sin in the sight of God. 
A little cord will strangle a man. One 
touch of poison on the tip of a finger will kill 
a man. One little sin has in it the power of 
infinite multiplication. 


Then men cover their sins by trying to 


believe that the consuiuencrs of sin au 
light and temporal. 
It violates every sense 


of justice. We know there must be j"dg- 
nient, if only that the inequalities of this 
world may be equalized in the wot Id to 
come. The rnoie righteously we try to live 
the nearer we come to God, the more awful 
does sin seem to us. 


There is one more way by which men try 


to cover their sins. They atlirm they have 
no feelimr about them. If you are a sinner 
and you are not concerned about it, it is the 
presage of death. "He that forsiiketh and 
coufespeth his sins shall have mercy."

A fire broke out in Boweu, Merrill & Co.'s
